Ivy Youth and Family Center, located in Prince George’s 

County. Notwithstanding Section 13(5) of this Act, the 

matching fund may consist of real property, in kind 

contributions, or funds expended prior to the effective date of 

this Act and the grantee must present evidence that a 

matching fund will be provided by June 1, [2011] 2013.
